THE HONGKONG FIRE BRIGADE. 


Tie Annual Report of the Superinten- 
dent of the Fire Brigade for the year 1899 
has been published. We make the follow- 
ing extracts :— 

Lhere were 31 fires and {7 incipient fires 
during the year. Dotails regarding cach 
ure attached, Tho Brigade turned out $8 
tines during the year, 

Tho estimated damage caused by the fires 
was $829,814-and by tho. incipient fires 
$354. 

The year will be remembered by the dis- 
astruus fire at. the Chap Yik Godown in 
Hing Lung Lane by which property to the 
Value of some $500,000 was destroyed. Tho 
fire originated smong some matting on the 
upper floor of a compartment of the go- 
down on the ground-floor of which were 
atored in closo proximity large quantities of 
sulphur and aaltpetre. . The Brigade, 
which had had timely notice of the 
fire, wag engaged in.extinguishing it, when 
a vivleot explosiun wok place which blow a 
portion of tho rouf off that particular com-.| 
partment of tho godown and shattered a 
portion of its walls.
